Inside  the  cover  is  written  in  lead  pencil : “ Inventory 
of  Parchments,  etc.,  placed  in  the  parish  chest  by  William  Levi  and 
Frederick  Druce,  Churchwardens.  November  29th.  1849.  Viz.  The 
Accounts  of  the  Parish.  2 Deeds  relating  to  houses  and  land  left  partly 
for  the  repairs  of  the  Church  and  benefit  of  the  Poor.  An  old  invent- 
ory of  Vestments,  etc.  The  above  were  restored  to  the  parish  by  Dr 
Rose  at  the  Bench  at  Newport  having  been  since  (?)  moved  by  the 
Churchwardens  for  that  purpose. 

Also  an  old  parchment  found  in  the  old  cheSt,  and  a book  from 
Mr  Druce  and  this  register  which  had  been  kept  in  the  iron  cheit 
containing  the  Terriar,  etc.  Also  the  Act  for  enclosing  the  parish  of 
Woughton.  A paper  containing  a resolution  passed  at  a meeting  in 

1831.”
